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is at 2500-2800 m which is a bit lower than 
the border of forest zones from evergreen 
oak (Quercus semecarpifolia) to Rhododendron 
( Rh. arboreum var. campbelliae) or conifer 
(Abies spectabilis ). In Sikkim, it is at 3500- 
3900 m. In Bhutan, V. biflora comes down to 
2800 m but V. wallichiana has not been report¬ 
ed. (Fig. 2).
